Prices  received  for  -im>ric-n  "poles  at  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wednes- 
day, *ov ember  2,  indicate  a  decline  of. from  40  cents  to  $1.00  for  barreled 
ppoles  ?.nd  Tvon  20  cents  to  60  cents  per  box  on  boxed  stock,  according  to 
quotations  cabled  to  the  Bureau  of  --w;ri  cultural  Economics  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith, 
the  Department 1 s  Eruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Many  low  grade  Amerieaa  apples 
sold    1  from  i?5.1I  to  $5,84  per  barrel.    The  market  would  take  more  highly 
colored  barreled  and  boxed  apples,   states  !lr.  Smith.    Nova  Scotian  barreled 
apples  ore  arriving  in  Great  Britain  in  splendid  condition  and  are  selling  up 
to  $6.33  pj  r  barrel.    Heavier  quantities  from  Nov?  Scotia  are  scheduled  to 
arrive  during  the  coming  reek.     Supplies  of  grapefruit  are  heavy. 

Virginia  Wine saps  topped  the  market  this  week.    Only  light  supplies 
were  available  and  tae  demand  w£S  good,  prices  for  U.  S.  No-,  1,  2t-  inch  stock 
ranging  from  $?'.3-j  to  57.91  per  barrel.     Stayman  Winesaps  from  Virginia  were 
also  keenly  competed  for  but  at  prices  ranging  from  45  cents  to  $1,00  per 
barrel  belo-  those  of  the  previous  week.     Supplies  were  light,  U.  S.  Ho.  1, 
2i  iach  stock,  passing  the  hammer  quickly  at  from  $6,57  to  $7.13  per  barrel 
as  against  38.03  to  $8.27  per  barrel  last  weak.     There  was  only  a  moderate 
demand  for  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  (J-ro-i.  although  available  supplies  "are 
libht.    U.  S.  No.  3,  2\  inch  -  •  n  Davis  in  good  condition  brought  from  $5.60 
to  «j>5,95  as  against  i?6.20  to  *B,01  last  week,  representing  a  decline  of  from 
60  cents  to  85  cents  per  barrel.     The  same  size  and  grade  of  Ganos  sold  mod- 
erately at  from  $5.60-:to  $6.3mper  barrel  as  compared  with  $6.33  to  $6.81  paid 
last  reek. 

The  Liverpool  auction  (Supplies  of  Virginia  York  Imperials  this  week 
were  heavy,  but  supplies  in  the  hands  of  jobbers  ma  retailers  were  light, 
States  Mr.  Smith.    Most  of  tiva  forks  offered  on  the  auction  were  in  poor  color 
and  appearance,   and  as  a  result  the  demand  was  only  mode  cat  e.    Prices  Paid  for 
U.  S.  No.   1,  2i  inch  stock  in  good  condition  ranged  from  $6.33  to  $6,93  per 
barrel  as  against  $6.81  to  '$7  MQ  paid  for  the  same  grade  and  sise  last  reck. 
There  were  practically  no  supAi^s  of  New  Vork  Baldwins  on  the  market  this 
week,  but  such  fruit  as  wfas  ami  1  able  was  in  generally  poor  condition.  Small 
quantities  of  unclassified  Bamfrins  in  poor  condition  rare  offered  and  sold 
slowly  £t  from  $5.11  to  $5.23%  ?r  barrel.     In  general,   the  condition  of  the 
bulk  of  the  American  barreiedfttock  on  the  Liverpool  market  this  week  was  un- 
satisfactory.   Fortunately,  s^pr-Iies  of  all  varieties,  rich  the  exception  of 
York  Imperials,  were  light.
